ring but his blows hacked the suffi­ 
cient, force to put a Quietus on his op­ 
ponent. The fight v.as an exemplifi­ 
cation of how much punishment a hu­ 
man being can endure and not suc­ 
cumb At several stages of the fight 
Nelson was badly punished but he al­ 
ways kept gamely iomtng up to the 
firing line and all through the twenty 
rounds he forced the fighting. In one 
or two instances ho had the local hoy 
in distress but Britt's excellent gen­ 
eralship and the ulvice of his sec­ 
onds saved him from going too close 
to the danger point. 
Nelson is unquestionably a wonder 
in the pugilistic world. Time after 
time, taking blows heavy enough to 
put out an ordinary tighter, he would 
come up apparently in his early form 
and bring the fighting to Britt. 


Referee R ache 'announced that he 
gave the fight to Britt, on cleaner hit­ 
ting and the greater number of points 
scored and a retrospect of the fight 
hears out the justness of his decision. 
Although Nelson did most of the lead­ 
ing, Britt displayed the greater ability 
as a boxer and his blows were cleaner 
and more forceful, while a majority of 
the shots fired by Nelson were at close 
quarters. 
Nelson W a s Sadly Deficient 
In long arm work and most of his at­ 
tempts to reach his opponent while 
both were free wore ineffectual. The 
house was one of the largest ever 
seen In Snn Francisco, and it is esti­ 
mated that the fighters will divide 
nearly $30,000 between them. There 
were no visible marks of punishment 
on Nelson except some slight pithi­ 
ness about the eyes, and Britt's face 
was bleeding in several places from 
the force of the blows delivered by 
Nelson in the clinches. After the 
fight Britt said: 
“Nelson is a great slugger with 
plenty of ability in that direction, but 
without tho knowledge of how to use 
it. i fought as I did to secure the 
championship and protect my friends’ 
money. I am still tho champion of 
the world and I mean to retain it.” 
Nelson said: 
”1 had a!l the best of tho fight. 
Britt was I rcaking ground and hold­ 
ing on continuously. Referee Roche 
made no effort to break Britt except to 
give me *he worst of it. 
I will fight 
Britt again under the same conditions 
for $5,000 a side but will insist on 
Siler as referee. I believe he is the 
only referee who knows when a man 
has lost or won. I scored the only 
knockdown of the fight and had Britt 
running away.” 
The decision of Referee Roche 
awarding the fight to Britt was greet­ 
ed with mingled cheers and hisses, 
many in the large audience believing 
that Nelson was entitled to a draw.
